Tlu' jiress and 
the majority of our public men seem 
to think more of pa.rty , alliances than 
of the examination wf principles. 

The absence of dificriniiiiatiiig discus- 
sion in tile case of :\Ir, Dnnsiiiiiir's let- 
ter is only a new exhibition of an old 
kind of apathy. .When in ISO" CMr. 
Kithet in Ills place in the house formu- 
lated tlie claims of the province for 
greater coii-idera I ion at Ottawa, not a. 
newspaper in the province, so far as 
w e recollect, cxiept the Colonist thought 
the (piestiou thus raised worthy of .ser- 
i'His treatment. \\'hen in ISOS ^Iv. 
■'ruriier introduced his excellent railway 
policy, 'Which if carried into effect would 
lir.vo advanced tlie prosperity of this 
province as nothing else has ever done, 
it fell flat upon" the publie atteiitlon. Thc 
papers for the most part refiiseil to treat 
it .seriously, and coiilined themstdvcs to 
a chorus of vituperation of Mr, Turner 
and his colloagiios. V.'ben Lieutenant- 
<;ovornor Mclnnes stniek a blow at the 
integrity of our Institutions, 'the asser- 
tion of right principles of gviveriiiiient 
was left I'.lmost exclusively to the Colo- 
nist. Ill view of these e.vperieiicos we 
were not suii)rlsed that the people ap- 
pear to i)refer {o talk now about who is 
going •'til be on top" iiml what the next 
liolitical change will he. and when it 
will conie about, rather than those mea- 
sures and principles which will contri- 
bute 'to 'the prosperity of the province.

The treaty of .Great Britain with 
.lapaii. by which the two nations seem 
to have unilertakon to guara,iitee tlio 
integrity of China, is not exactly a sur- 
prise. Some such arraiigeiiieiit was ex- 
pected, although no niie ;i nticipated that 
our government would act alone. The 
general impression was that there would 
be concerted action with tlie govern- 
nient of the United iStates, and that in- 
stead of a dual alliance to protect China, 
tliere would be a triple alliance for Uiat 
pni-pose.' The "Westmiiisfer' Gazette 
thinks that the treatr liiis estalJlished 
Hn offensive and defensive alliance be- 
tween the two signatory powers, and if 
this ici the case it must go further than 
the telegraphed synopsis indicates. 

So tar as the treaty relates to China, 
it may he ifittingly described as in the 
interests' of humanity. •The tremendous 
olTensive possibilities of China are well 
known, and it is highly desirable in the 
interests of civilizaition that any atteiniit 
to parcel out the eountry among J-hiro- 
pean powers, which would inevitably 
lead to immcasiirablo bloodshed, shall be 
prevented, China is naturally jealous of 
I'hiropean nations. Apparently .lapan 
stands higher in licr confidence. It seems 
I'leqr that .laiiaiiese public Jiien will bel- 
li r understand how- to deal witli the 
I'liiiKve [leoiile than Europeans can pos- 
sibly know. Hence it has for years been 
recognized that any plan fiir the protec- 
tion of China, to command Uie coiiii- 
dence of the latter country, must he 
pnrticipnted^in 'by. Japan. 

There is some criticism iirT.oiidoii as 
to the wisiloiii of the liiiperiiil govern- 
ment making an alliance with Japan 
without consulting other po\vct«, and es- 
pecially the United States. ITiere arc 
reasons why It might not be thought 
well to deal with the .United States in 
such !i coiiiiectiou. .AH tieatii-s nego- 
tiated by the 'President have lo run tlii' 
gauntlet of the Scni.-.te, and it is dilll- 
cult to tell wliat a treaty will be like 
after that body has got through with It. 
()m> dealing with such a fiucstioii would 
nudoiilileilly he so Jiiaiigled' that great 
delay would bo necessary in reaching an 
understanding. It was Avi'Ser therefore 
for Grer/t Britain ■to act alone and trust 
to the interests of the .United States 
securing the cii-op(;ration of tliat coiin- 
iry, if it ever becomes necessary to use 
force to carry the agreement into effect. 

Canada, and esi)ccially iBritLsh iCo- 
Inmliia, have a peculiar interest ■in this 
treaty, .lapau is how our rjlly, and will 
e.\|iect the saiiii' treatment to lie ex- 
teiideil lo her people tlirougliout the Brit- 
isli Kiiipire as is exH'iided to the people 
of other nationalities. The : Imperial 
govornmeiit wiii'c'ertainly' discmintcimncc 
legislation directed iit the .Taiiaiiesc. .\t 
till' same tiiiie the new treaty is oven 
more in the interestis of ■Taa).i.n tliaii in 
that of Great -Britain;' and. undoubtedly 
the luiblie nien of 'the iorincr country 
will see thi! wisdom of cultivating the 
be^t relations possible with the Briti.sh 
people, lleii.^e we expect Unit no groa.t 
dillieulty will be encountered if an at- 
temiu is made to .sarround Japaticse iin- 
migratJott .intoj^BritLsh countries with 
such restrictions ns are necessar.v. Tihis 
has been the pdsition taken by the Colo- 
nist from .the first time the restriction 
of .Tnpanetie immigration into the coun- 
jtry ^vas proposed, ; and - 'we ' xega,rd the

'Mystery of How Ho Was Frozen Xot 
Cleared Up. 

In regiird to the death of tho late 
Henry Irwin ('^Father Pat'') in the 
Hotel Diet! liosidtiil, .Montreal, the Mont- 
treal Star uf Kehruary (i says: 

'•I.)ctectives have linished their work 
and have reported that they are.unable 
to throw the slightest lisht on.the mys- 
tery wlilcli surrounds tho dcatli of the 
revi'rend genlleman. His death took 
]ilace in the Hotel Dieii on .lanunry l'.i, 
but, while the investigations have "been 
proceeding, it has been tliought wise to 
say notliing. ' ' ' ' ' * ,'' 

"It is a question If ever a man came to 
his dentil in a moro mysterious nuinucr, 
yet there, is a Tiellef on the part ot those 
who have interested themselves that 
tliere w'lis no f(Mil play, but 'that grief 
for his lust -wife was the iiriinary cause 
of Mr. Irwin wiuideriiig aimlessly 
tlirough the bush injlie neighborhood of 
Snult aux Becollets, and there, over- 
come by tho piercing cold, lie fell in the 
snow, and there remained until he w;is 
found by a farmer. 

"'Tho reverend gentleman was in a 
pitiable condition when cr.rried to a 
sleigh on which he Avas drawn to The 
Hotel Dieii. Both legs and feet were 
frozen, anil he was (luite unconscions. 
On recovi'iing somewhat he pencilled 
a letter to Kev. iOilnnind ^Vof.d, of St. 
.Tolin tile l-;vangelist church, whoni he 
hail known years ago. and asked that 
gentb'iiiaii to call on him. This was on 
the loth of .Tanuary. '.Mr. \\'ood jiaid 
him ;i visit, and two days afterwards 
was surprised to learn of liis death. A 
surgical oiier.atioii was iierformed On one 
of his legs, and blood poisoning follow- 
ed, from wliich he died without saying 
one Word as to how he came to the 
neiL.'hliorhn(id in which he was found. 

"It was tlnmght well tc have de- 
ti'clives sent out. iind some of the best 
proi'urable were soon in touch \vith -what 
facts were known. They scoured the 
country in all ilirectioiis', but nothing 
wliutever cinild he learned e.xcept from 
the farmer who found the iinfort iin.ate 
man. .No one saw liiiii at any hole! or 
residence. In tile city the same story 
was t(dd. Tlii're is absoiulely no iinin 
or woman that c:in be fotiml that saw 
.Mr. Irwin in or near Montreal just pre- 
vious to his death. F^'riends in the 'West 
have written that ho left to come East. 
inteiKling to go home to England, and 
that it was while on his way to the 
city that he must have been lost. 
Whether or not lieSyns walking into the 
cit.v or whotlier he cam e here by train 
and walked out to his death, will proba- 
bly never be known."

the San I''r;incisco polici'. The man was 
begging and selling perfumery, as was 
iKaulTiiiau's lu-aetice during his stay in 
S:iii l''ranciscii. He w'as taken to the 
police station by an (dliecr. who thought 
of vaggiug him. but as he iiromised to 
leave town, be was allowed to go, as are 
most vags who are not •»vaiited for 
something else.

XOT AUTHORIZED. 

Collector Ivcv Will Be Brou'.'ht to Task 
foi- His Most Itecent Qrder, 

Collector Ivey will not have an op- 
portunity ot enforcing his order denying 
the Victoria scalers the use of Alaskan 
linrhors. laeut. .Tarvis. who is to re- 
lieve Ivey as collector of tho Xort hern- 
territory, is now on his wti.v 'West, 
and before maii.v weeks are past it will 
lie no more "Collector" Ivey. hut plain 
"Mr." Ivey. .But .even had hjs release 
not been so near at liiind, it is not like- 
ly that the order would have been en- 
forced, as it -was not authorized by the 
U'ashiiiglon authorities, and is not fa- 
vored by them, as can be seen by the 
following despatch from Washington: 

"'I'he report that Collector.. Ivey lins 
ordered tho ports of Ulinlaska and 
Dutch Harbor closed to sealing scboon- 
er.s.-flnd that he lias tlirectea that the 
United' States marshal nml revoniie cut- 
ters be called Jon if necessary to enf'n-ce 
the order, was. received with L'rcat in- 
terest by treasury olllcials toilay. Xo 
ollh'ial intimiifion of the reported ac- 
tion li.is been I'i'ceiveil here. U'lwcvl'. 
luid antliority for the collector's order 
w.is certaiiil.i- not i;iven fi-'ini the Treas- 
ury de]i,irtiiient. Even if the order was 
directed against poachers, and nonchers 
only, the cidlector's :illeged action was 
ai'liitrary .".inl uithout any just iliciition 
in law, 'the otlli'ials s;iy. The secretary 
of the treasury himself has no authority 
to take or pei'init such action. 

"It w;is iioiiited out iiy oiu" of llu> 
tiensnry olllcials that the en[orciMnent 
of such an orih-r ns -Mr. Ivey's would 
certaiiil.v bring about international com- 
plications of .a serious (diaraeter. The 
department will send a letter of in- 
ouiry to Cidlector Ive.v, iiistrnctiiig him 
if such order has been issued to revoke 
it speedily. 

"It is probable tliiit the report o.'" .Mr. 
Ivy's seiistitional action will hasten rl, - 
ileparturi- of Lieut. .Tarvis, the newly ap- 
pointed collecdor at Sitka." 

The existing eonimercial treaty be- 
tween the tJuited States and Great Brit- 
ain, bearing upon the point raised iiy 
C(dlecror Ivey's order, was ratified in 
lSl,"i and continued in effect by the con- 
vention of 1S'.?7. It' contains the fol- 
lowing provision: 

"The Inhabitants' of the two countries., 
respectively, shall liave liberty freely 
and secnrelv to come with their ships 
.111(1 cargoes' to all such places, ports nml 
rivers in the territories a^foresaid to 
which otber .foreigne'rs'are permitted to 
come, to enter into tbe same, and to re- 
iiiiiiu and reside iu any parts. of said ter- 
ritories."

tionalised Danes of that Dncliy, iv ho 
were treated duite as severely us tho 
illoers are now dealt witli by J.^rcl Kit- 
chener !Vid Mr. Chamberlain. National 
spntinieiit and syini>atliy did not pre- 
vent the I'nissiar.b from la.vinj; violent 
hands iiiion Hanover and other Gennan 
iii(le|)ende].\cies. Tho Bosnians and IHer- 
/I'Kovinians .struggled „valinntly for their 
iiatioiialitv. but Germany did riot raise a 
linger to prevent their ■Tiolciit absorption 
bv Au.strin. If tho Germans are im- 
l>iiefl •witli such tenderly sympathetic 
sentiments for the national feclint-'s of 
,smnll nationalities, how do they explain 
the' wanton persecution of the Poles in 
Posen? Can the Germans pretend, with 
any particle of truth or decency, to eniu- 
lat'o the proud declaration of a Salisbury 
<ir a Chaniberhvia, that the nationality 
of all the various; peoples under the Brit- 
isli Crown are conscientiously respected? 
The Poseii Poles are systematically per- 
secuted because tliey clinps to their iia- 
lioiinlitv anil to their national language. 
There would not lie ^. shred of an ex- 
cu.se for that persecution did the Ger- 
iiuTOs treat aa incorporated people n« tho 
British treat those «cparjtte nationali- 
ties committed to tlieir care. The Gor- 
miins will iear ot no comparison ibe- 
tweeii their own military methods and 
those of tho British in South Africa. 
Here, ag.'^iin. our neighbors are alike 
sinmgely iilconsistoiit and ' forgetful. 
The English, they say, with uplifted 
looks of horror, burn farms in which 
belligerent B'lers citlier entrench them- 
selves or store their arms, ammumtio^u, 
and forage. In tlio campaign of 1870-71 
tlie Germans burnt whole villages on 
the inercv excuse tliat they liarbored 
riancs-tirenrs. One village was made 
re<i])i)nsil)lo for the partisansliip of _aii>- 
oilier, and the most cniel cxecutiona 
were carried out in a spirit of unjustified 
retaliation; the innocent, wore made to 
stjlfer for the guilty. ...{Tli^ Bi-itish at 
the Capo condemn to death or imprison- 
nieiis rebels taken with arms in their 
hands in the rai5k.s of the enemy; tho 
Germans shot out of hand every franc- 
tii'eiir tlie.v captured as robbers and ban- 
dits, notwithstanding the deel.wation of 
the French government that the francfi- 
tireurs formed au integral part of its 
nrihy. • 

■ 'Jt wore tho binoKest of infamous libels 
to compare the conduct of the British 
troops in South -Vfrica to that of tho 
(iermaiis i:i I'laiure .MO years ago. ^Vero 
llie (.leniians siuiatcil as the British 
.■'re ill South Africa, thoy would, we 
iliL not for a moment: doubt, liave rc- 
eiiurse to iiiucli more s('Veri> measures. 
Tliey would make no cereiiiony, after 
formally declaring the war at an end, 
of sliootiiig every Boer of the roving 

. and -guerrilla hands they captured. Tho 
most proniincijc and striking feature of 
the -Boer - war, as it has la,tterly ibeen 
waged by ;thc defence, is ;ho patience 
and humanity of the British command- 
ers and troops. It is ridiculous of the 
■Germans to assert that the diritisli havo 
transgrc.s«;ed tho laws ami cnstoms of 
legitimate warfare. Tliey .'m-c .llie last 
people in the world wlio should nnikc 
sMch a charge. Had the Comniander- 
.ii-Chief in Soiitli .Vfrica been able to 
niiM't the Boers in a few eoaceirtrated 
pilehed and decisive battles, wc should 
have liad none of these German criti- 
cisms, even though the Trausvaiilers and 
I'reo Wtatei-s were practically anni-

BRITISH; •dOIiUMBIA MINEBALS. 
\n Outside View Output for tlie Year. 

Kngiueering and Mining Journal (X.Y.). 

The general impression that Britisli 
Columbia mines-have not been.doiug weu 
rccentlv sefiusi to "bo contradicted by the 
statements just tissued , by Jlr. \\. r. 
Itobertson,. thQ;#roVincial metallurgist, 
giving a close' estimate of the output of 
the proviuce for tlie year 1001. Com- 
paring this with the completed iigures 
(for 1000 Ave' fjnirtliuf^tha total mineral 
production ot ithe province reached the 
value of |;20,713a>00, showing an in- 
crease of no less than 20.7 per cent, over 
the iirevious year. The various items 
■which go to make up this total nearly all 
show a gain, fiubstautinl in its amount. 
There was, it is true, a falling olT in 
gohl from placers, due partly to a short 
season and partly to tlie failure of the 
large hydraulic operations undertaken in 
the Atlin and in the Cassiar to yield nay 
considerable amount during the tirst 
season; but .there was a large increase 
in the gold produced from the lode 
■mines, and the gold production reached 
a total last year of .'s.-..r)!M;,70<). laii in- 
crease" of 18.1! per cent. ovc>r 1!RK). Silver 
also showed the considcrabli- gaia ol 
lo.i; per cent., while the jirodnctioii of 
copper reached the total of :i(),7;»i,T!».S 
pounds., or, •^Oli.li per cent. iiKUe than in 
the previous vear. A large jiart of this 
gain was due to the Granby and (irand 
.Forks smelters, and to the production 
of ores from the mines of the "West 
ICooteuav division. Lead sbowpd^a fall- 
ing oQ; which amounted to ■2Ci8-5)er£*.cent.. 
and this was due not so much to the fail- 
ure of mines lis to the refusal of wuielt- 
ers tO'buy: Camidlau lead ores and their 
(letemiination to curtail luoduetion in 
view of the very large stocks which lia I 
been carried over from 1900. . 

The total production of luetals in the 
province showed an ima'case of :!;t.-l per 
cent, in values, which goes far to re- 
verse tlie popul.-ir impression as to the 
course of British 'Coliinibia mining dur- 
ing the year. ' In non-metallic substances 
the principal values were in coal and 
coki;. Both of these showed substan- 
tial gains whiidi were the results main- 
ly of tlie opeiiilii.' of tlie Crow's Xesl 
liiiues. In view of the fact llia't there 
was a considerable ih'creasi' in the ex- 
port of l!riti?di Coliimliia coal to Cali- 
rm-nia. the gain in I'ual and coke iirodne- 
tion is very encouraging, showing that 
there has been a much better demand at 
home, chietly from the mining and 
smidting imlustries. The reuiaiuing pro- 
ducts, which inidnde building stone, ee- 
meiil, clay and similar matters, showed 
a fair increase. rp<iii the whole, Mr. 
Itobeitson's report must be considered 
a ver.v encouraging one to ilrilish Co- 
lumbia miners. 

TIJBERODLOSIS. ' 

Hints oii Precautious That: Will' Assist 
to Prevent the Disease, 

Till' following article is contributed by 
tiie C'auadian Association for the Pre- 
vention of, Tuberculosis: 

The assumption that tuberculosis is 
often directly transmitted fnuu parent to 
(diild is erroneous. Of course, there are 
in medical iitcratiire a fev.- cases whicli 
show that such direct transmission is 
])os'silile. but tliey are exct.'cdiiigly rare. 
When little children have beiMiuie tnber- 
cuions the infection can almost always 
be traf.'cd to the cliihl having sleiit or 
been niiicli in contact with a coiisiimiJ- 
tive motlier ov other consumptive in.li- 
viduals, having been kissed (Ui tlii> 
mouth, or having iilayed on the dirty, in- 
Icctcd lloor, etc. .Ml this shows the im- 
portance of alisolnte elcaiiliiiess and the 
strictest hygiene fnmi early infancy. 

'l'reilis[iosition to j iibereulosis, other 
than hereditary, can be created or ai-- 
ipiircd: 

1. By the iiiteniperate use of alcoliidic! 
beverages, a dissi]iated life, excesses of 
all kinds, etc. 

U. r>y certain diseases wiiicli weiiki'ii 
the constitution; for example, pneumonia, 
typhoid fever, smallpox, mensies, whoop- 
ing cougli, syphilis, inllucnza, etc. 

li. By certain occupatiobs,' trades and 
professions,, snch. as printing, hat-mak- 
liig, tailoring, ' weaving arid all occupa- 
tions wTic're' the •worker is much exposed 
to tho inhalation ot various kinds of 
dusts, as bakers, millers, confectioners, 
cigar-makers, _ chimney-sweepers, and 
the -workers in lead,, wood, stone, metals, 
etc. ''.{',', ^' '..i 

The bone-and-joiht tubercu.osls is most 
freiiiieiit during childhood. The sanu' 
may be said of that form of tuberculosis 
which is known as scrofula, and which 
inight be considered almost exclusively a 
disease of children. The scmfiilous chilil 
is usually iiale with tlabhy skin ami 
muscles. The glands around the iiec.'k 
are swollen, and skin disease, siu'e eyes, 
and running ears are frequent syiuiitoms. 
The little patient usually nniiiii'ests a 
phlegmatie coiiditiim, hut we may also 
'lind some tliat are nervous ami irritable. 
The latter often have a iiarticularly 
while, delicate sidii, whicli makes the 
vi'ins visible, b'ever may be observed 
ii. some childri'ii. In view of the liap]iily 
very ctiralile nature of scrol'ulous af- 
fcciions, the iinpin-taiice of the early re- 
cognition and of tlie timely and judicious 
tica.lnii'nt is, of course, «elf-evideiit. i

Bicycles By United States Mak- 
ers Could Not Compete 
There. 



Cheap and Flimsy They Do Not 
Compare With the Brit- 
ish Makes. 



From London Leader. 

At a time when out exports and Imports 
are ou the decline, when homo trade la 
generally bad. and when loreicn competi- 
tion was uovw: so keen. It is a oleasure to 
llud at least oue Brltlsh' i'naustry which has 
beaten the foreigner completely, driven him 
ouf of the country: and this, utter oue of 
the Rtlffest Ughts ever waged. 

Such Is the boast of the Lutfllsh cjcle 
trade today. At the rcceut cycle chow 
there ware not half a dozen foreign mak.;s 
ot cycles on view, and It may safely be as- 
serted that not one of these iitood any com- 
parison with the products uf the leading 

"as t^impareTwlth the hundteds of British 
flruia represented, the volume oC business 
likely to he done by foreigners is very 
Bmall, and Is steadily declluhig. 

America, our modt dangerous competitor, 
has within recent years established a huge 
"trust" In bicycles. This year no. machines, 
were exhibited at the shows by the com- 
bine, thongli they have a London depot. 
There is scarcely another Important Amer - 
can cycle ageucy now In lOagland. Amerl- 
ci'u cvcle-s are. Indeed, hiirdly heard ot In 
the home trade now, as they are iiractlcal- 
ly unsalcahle. _ , , 

How dllferent tills from a few years back, 
when theii-siuulH and thim-samls of American 
lilcycles were dumiiod down ou our shores. 
Into tho most remote parts they pene- 
iratcl- agents liandled them iextenBlTely. 
and an' Immense trade was done all over the 
kln::dom. ,, , 

Some of the machines were reallv t-'ood, 
liat the majority were ot tlie must rnbblshy 
description, and sold only ou account ot 
their cheapness. They, were utterly unflt- 
ted for our roads or climate: In fact, they 
were not quallUed to serve as bicycles at 

Xo man was diiiied twice. And yet tho 
Americans kept on blindly sendlUK along 
fresii eonslgninents until Ihially the sup- 
pUes stopped nt the landing ports, they 
lielng cnnsldereil not worth the freight 
charges to do anything farther with. 

Never was a more splemlld omiortnnlty 
lost by Xankeo smartness. America had 
well-equipped cycle factories and all the 
latest ami most approved methods of eco- 
nomic production at tho tlmo when the 
I-higllsh cycle trade was sutTerlUL' .severely 
from the hanefal etrects of Jlooleylsm. 
Our trade was demoralized, our concerns 
dlriH'ted hv Ignorant "gulneu-plKs," and 
worked oxtravageutly In every department. 
Thi^ capitals of the companies were? huge, 
debentures Hnd mortgages drained the very 
life blood oUt of them, leaving a working 
capital utterly Inadequate for tho needs of 
the factories. On every hand were Incom- 
lietcncv. Jobbery, and robbery. The golden 
lime was over: shareholders had bec-oiiie 
Iianlc-stricken. and <ine ot llie irri'atest In- 
iliistrlnl slnmiis of late years had set In. 

.\merlca meantime had well eiiulpped her- 
s(dt with splendid factories, and aS she had 
heen free from tho company-promoting 
mania, the hualnes.s couhl go on smoothly. 

lOverythlnir was In her favor for captur- 
ing the greater portion of the HrltlHh 
cycle? trade; and at one time she fancied she 
had done so. Huge cargoes i of American 
bicycles were landed hero and olTered for 
sale at very moderate prices. .Smart .young 
Amerlcmis hustled aii- over the country 
and In tho Intervals of plylns a busy trade, 
lectured tho poor British manufacturer on 
his stupidity and out-of-dateness. 

The young Americans talked loudl.v, and 
hustled every where. .Ami now, vou mls.s 
their voices and their presence. They havi> 
dlsajipeared. Poor young men! The.v were 
not to blame; the.v could have sold good 
blc.vdes quite as w-oU as the trash the.»' so 
ably got rid of. But when the American 
shoildv bicycles went to pieces on our 
roads after a few months' use. when the 
(hiiied people" got angry, and tho retailers 
refii.se, 1 to ruin their business by handling 
.\inerlciin hlcyclca any more, then the simirt 
younc men didn't lecture any more.' about 
bicycles, 

-Ml alonir the poor^ despised lioaie maker 
had kept on maklncr reliable 'bicycles, and 
his turn came once the public, formed the 
Idea that all American blc.vcl03 were 

shod dy. 

In two short years the .\nierlcan bicycle 
and the American tyre have heen literally 
swept, out by the home trade, and today 
tlie voliimi? of business done Is (jiilte in- 
significant. 

It was llie most colossal piece of blunder- 
ing ever done by America, and conceit had 
a good den I to do -with It. Tho American 
makers started ofC with the Idea that 
English people did not know what a real 
liicych? was, and so they tiled |o force 
their Ideas upon the British market. The 
American machines were usually hrakeli'Ss 
and inudgnardless, hnd sIiiKle tube tvres. 
sprlngless .snd^lles. and other nboinlnatlons 
which utterly unlltfed them for use hy peo- 
ple who Intended to do more than park 
cycling. With blind obstlniicv flic Amer'- 
cans stuck to their patterns, and wlien 
they found trad(> ilecllnlnu' lliev luerelv 
lini worse stnrf into the miielilncs. IiooImi,' 
that the vcrv low nrlces would secure fresh 
tr;oli\ It u-.-is a ;rliastly failure. 

When thi' ,\mericans nisi' as our rivals 
in the cycle trade, the.v wer" soon follow- 
ed hy the Belelnns and GprniiiiKs. The 
former threatened to be very serious com-- 
octltors nt one time, for hnvlnir the acumen 
to see the mistake of .America, tliec cnilck- 
Iv altered tlieir i>-i;!erns |.i siitt llie iieu-- 
kel. The nermaos followed their eNiMnple. 
and inaiie several i.iinchlues for both the re- 
cognized lielcinn and Oeriimn blevelos nw 
wretched thtncs In nnooarance ai>'l wnrlc- 
nianshlii and would not compare with Eng- 
lish models.

X New York clergyman, writing in 
the Ni'w York Sun recsiitly, tells tlie 
following about the jpublic schools of 
that city: 

I iJiiave .recently taken ten grflduates 
of our public schools, Jiaphazard, and 1 
lind that each of tliem not only says

that they were absolutely ignprant of the 
tirst principles of English. granimiifSS:,l>t 
"the time of writing this leltfer' I.'-hlive 
before mo a young girl of sixteen who 
is in the third grade, or Avhat is . called 
in the department '0 B,' tind "wlio will 
grnduato from u gramnwir school next 
year. She Is a young woman of av- 
erage iutelllgeucu, and yet .she does not 
^eem to hnve tlie least idea of the con- 
jugatiou of a verb. Slie ha.s'n't the lea^t 
idea what is nieaut of the indicative 
mood, the subjunctive mood, the present 
tense, the perfect tense, the future tense, 
etc. I havo given lier a passage to roail 
out of the great Knghsh classic (the 
Hible) .n.ud sJio canuot prououuco 'Auti- 
oeh,' and she utterly fails after re- 
peated afforts to pronounce the word 
'accusation.' She docs not know the 
word. 

A short time ago a youth of 17 yoal-s 
of age who had graduated at a city 
grammar .school asked me to recommend 
liiiu for a -situation. 1 asked liiiii. to 
Avrite an ordinary letter, wiiich he did, 
making two mistakes in grammar and 
four ill .spelling. And yet he its ii yoiitli 
of ordinary intelligence. 

I have' recently ex.-iiiiined a school 
girl between I,') and 10. who will al.su 
graduate next. year, and Avliile she is 
fairly accinainted with the bistor.v of 
-Vnierica, she has not the slightest " idea 
Avlio t'icero was, or the Dake of Welliug- 
foii, or Lord -Maca.ulay. She assured me 
that Mho bad never heard of tliem. She 
had iheani <i|- .Inlius Caesar, hut when I 
a.sked her if he had beea an emperor 
ill Asia or a king of l-higlaiiil, she saiil, 
she had not ibe li..asl idea, who be was. 
She had heard of \\'illiam the Coiiiiiier- 
or. hut she hail no idi-.i wliv he was so 
called. 

In reply to the question at< to what she 
read -in .school, she .sabi she had rca I 
Loiigfcllow's 'Bvnngeliue* three times. 
iBut .'sho,.?W4 never rend, aiiv history 
except thint of tlie United Statos. And 
yet this is a girl of much more than the 
average tutelligence.

last summer to read aliout twenty .words 
out </r an ordinary book,' alidiheimade 
tihi-ee mistakes in reading.
